PARTIES COMING FROM DISTANT POINTS FOR 
GREAT RACE AT CHURCHILL DOWNS. 

Railroads Make Special Rates for Occasion — New 
York to Be Better Represented Than Evor — 
Training Gallops at the Downs. 



Louisville. Ky.. May 3. — Illustrative of the wide- 
spread interest in the twenty-three days race meet- 
ing. which is scheduled to open at Churchill Downs 
May 13. ( '< > 1 . M. J. Winn of the New Louisville 
Jockey Club is in receipt of a letter from J. L. 
Heintz of Bahia Honda. Cuba, informing him that 
lie is coming to witness the running of the Derby. 
Mr. Ileiutz will remain throughout the raeiug season 
at the Downs. 

Large parties are coining from as far away as 
the Pacific coast and the Domiulon of Canada. New 
York will be well represented — better than ever lie- 
lore. August Belmont, chairman of the Jockey Club: 
Phil Dwyer. J. G. Follnnsboe. James Butler and 
Thomas F. Ryan will head the Gotham delegation. 

Col. M. J. Winn of the New Louisville Jockey 
Club, has secured from the railroads entering Louis- 
ville special rates for the race meeting. The rate 
for Derby day — -May 13 — will bo one fare for the 
round trip. On all other days the rate will tie a 
fare and a third. This will insure the coming of 
tremendous crowds to Louisville, especially on the 
inaugural day and on the days when special fea- 
ture events are to be decided. 

In addition to the stables front Greater New York 
now housed at Churchill Downs and Douglas Park, 
others of equal prominence are coming. In all prob- 
ability a majority of those now racing at Pimlico 
will journey to the Dowds as the Baltimore meeting 
nears its end. The stable of H. C. Ilallenbeck will 
start Wednesday from Gravesend. Col. M. J. Winn 
received a message yesterday from trainer F. M. 
Taylor making this announcement. He said that 
every one of the Ilallenbeck racers is iu splendid

Royal Eagle, which was an eligible in the Bill 
Kentucky Derby, and Penbcrry ami Waukita. which 
were nominated in the Kentucky Oaks, will here- 
after race in Australia. F. A. Forsythe of Harrods- 
loirg sudd them to A. Robinson of the Allendale 
Stock Farm at Melbourne. 

James Fitzsimmons will bring ten liorses to the 
Downs from Baltimore. 

T. H. Ryan has arrived at the Downs with six 
racers. He came from Oakland. Cal., stopping at 
Denver to pick up June W. 

Lulls Marline of New York has entered Grasmere 
for the Clark Handicap. Bourbon, Frank Felir and 
Tobacco Stsikes. 

It. A. Origan will be in charge of Capt. E. It. 
Cassatt's thoroughbreds which will be brought here 
from Berwyn. Pa. The nmnla-r of horses in this 
baud is eighteen. 

'There are 879 stalls at Churchill Downs and 010 
at Douglas Park. By the day of the opening of rhe 
meeting at the Downs every stall will be filled. 
Some of these stalls have been engaged for weeks 
and it will be necessary for many owners tv* engage 
outside stable room.

Twelve of Edwin Gaylord’s horses will be shipped 
from Baltimore to the Downs. Mr. Gaylord has the 
contract on jockey Garner and his stable is trained 
by Earl Liunell. 

Will Wallace will race three horses here this 
spring. 

'Plie Kentucky Derby candidate. Colston, impressed 
horsemen with a work out at tin* I towns this morning 
when he went the full mile and a quarter mute of 
the big race in 2:11. He ran tin* first eighth in 12*. 
the quarter in 24;. three-eiglitlis in 3G/.. the half in 
49 ?. live-eighths in 1 :02. three-quarters in 1 : 1 4 H - 
seven-eighths in 1 :29». the mile in 1:42*. and the 
mile and an eighth in 1 :5G* . He was going easily 
all the way and worked the entire route not less 
than eight feet away from the inner rail. The' j>er- 
fornianee was regarded as the best work any Derby 
candidate has done here this spring. Colston came 
out of the trial iu good condition and apparently 
was not the least bit tired.

Baltimore. Md.. May 3.— The Oriole Handicap, tlie 
feature race of today's program at Pimlico, furnished 
a stirring contest and incidentally it enabled Samuel 
C. Hildreth to show up another of the crack racers 
he has iu his stable this year. The Adaiu colt. 
Zeus, carried the Hildreth colors in this race and 
he came out of the contest with well earned laurels. 
Zeus van a race that stamps him as one of the liest 
of his age iu training. He was conceding from 
eight to twenty-one jiouiids to everything in the nice 
and beat Dr. Dueuner a neck in a driving finish. 
With any sort of racing luck Zeus would have won 
off by himself. He was in a jsiaket to the sixteenth 

post. In the last 1 <h» yards Zeus finished with a 

splendid hurst of speed that landed him in front in 

tin* final strides. The seven furlongs was run in 

l:2ti. which was a full second faster than the exist 
iug track record for the distance. Mr. Hildreth 
timed tin* colt tie* last quarter in better than 22. 

Keen sport was provided during the afternoon, the 
finishes in all but two of the races being of the 
driving order and in tlir«*e of them small margins 
separated the first two. Zeus was the only winning 
favorite.

FLORIDA RACING FOLK GIVE UP FIGHT. 

Tallahassee. Fla., May 3. — By a vote of 02 to 1 
the Florida house today passed the Terrill anti- 
betting bill, which is regarded as sounding the 
death knell of racing in Florida. The senate had 
previously passed the same bill by unanimous vote. 
Wlien the final showdown came the racing interests 
gave up the fight without a single argument on the 
floor of the house. ’Hie line-up of influential in- 
terests at Jacksonville for the measure was the 
cause of the abandonment of the fight by the racing 
folk. 



thus rigged in 1:25. This remarkable horse has 
taken a great dislike to having a boy on his back 
in ordinary track work.

Tin* two-year-old in Thomas Fortune Ryan’s stable 
at Douglas Park that was sirk when it reached here 
from Gak Ridge Farm, in Virgiuia. is dead. It 
transpires that it was not the filly Belle Hampton, 
but the chestnut filly Kaie Sterling, by Woolsthorpc 
— Sechclsea. 

The only arrival today was former jockey David 
Vititoe, who came from Tampa. Fla., with a small 
string. 

The twenty one new pari-mutuel machines were 
tested this afternoon at tin* Downs. All worked 
perfectly. Each machine is operated l»y one man and 
au electric battery. 



With tin* Epsom Derby to be decided on the lust 
day of this month it might reasonably be expected 
that by this time public interest iu the outcome of 
the great rare would be at a high pitch iu England, 
but quite the contrary is the case. It is not that 
the average Englishman is not quite as ready as 
usual t" become interested sentimentally and finan- 
cially. but because the form of the eligibles is per- 
plexing and it is difficult to establish a genuine 
favorite. In the absence of anything more definite 
Sunstar’* victory in the Two Thousand Guineas has 
served to make him a mild nominal favorite at G 
to 1. hut there is a decided doubt concerning his 
ability to stay the mile and a half of the Derby. 
The progeny of Sundridge are gifted with brilliant 
speed, blit so far In* has sent no pronounced stayer 
to tin* races, .anil there is a conviction well spread 
to the effect that Sunstar is simply a good niiler 
and no more. 

It is one of the auomalies of the situation that a 
horse still iu a foreign laud and that has never 
started in a race should divide favoritism with Sun- 
star. This horse is the French bred and owned colt. 
Shetland. He is a chestnut in color, by Zinfandel 
— Nhel Iduck. ami tin* property of M. Edmond Blanc. 
Ib* has been considerably backed, but not by his 
owner, and there ikies not appear to lie any very 
good ground for Ills {losilion at G to 1 in the ante- 
|M»st betting market. Of course, lie is reported to 
be a colt of great speed and power, but what war- 
rant there is for tin* report is not apparent. In Lord 
Burgoyue M. Edmond Blanc imjsscssos a candidate 
that was tin* last two-year-old in France last year, 
and if he tries for Derby honors this year it will 
probably be found when the day arrives that the 
latter is iiis reliance. 

Another feature of such ladling as has taken place 
is the persistent support that has heeu awarded 
Adam Bede. This colt was sent over to England 
this spring by John E. Madden and turned over to 
Joseph Cannon for training. Cannon trains for Louis 
W limns aud it is quite probable that Adam Bode 
showed the latter something out of the ordinary line 
in training. At any rate, he lmiight the colt from 
Madden for the reported sum of $35,000 and a con- 
tingent interest in ids possibility of proving the 
Derby winner. In the first list of Derby prices 
quoted Adam Bode was reported backed at 20 to 1 
and it has lioon so in all quotations since, but never 
for sums large enough to lower his price. Still iu 
the aggregate someone must stand to win a large 
sum of money over him in the Derby. Whether this 
is stable harking of not is not known. This colt 
started but once as a two- year-old. This was at 

Gravesend Jape 8. for a purse in which he ran third 
to Blackfeot and Garneaii. but would probably have 
won but for being interfered with. He was held to 
1 h* a colt of extraordinary promise, but weut slightly 
amiss and was not raced aguiu. When the New- 
rasth* Stable horses were sold at auction Madden 
bought this big colt as a speeulation and showed his 
usual shrewdness in detecting a bargain. He gave 
$2.4oo for him. It would lie a singular circumstance 
if Adam Bede should recompense Mr. Winnns for the 
disappointment he experienced when Sir Martin fell 
iu Minoru’s Derby. At present he seems to be the 
chief American hope in the Derby and is the only 
American-bred that lias been backed. 

Cellini, Eton Boy. Sobicski. Pietri ami several 
others have had desultory hacking, but nothing of 
a hearty and confident nature. Of course something 
may crop up presently lliar will change the present 
condition of Derby affairs, hut just now the Derby 
of BUI is chiefly remarkable for its decidedly open 
appearance.

KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION’S MEETING.

Cash on Delivery Only Favorite to Score — A1 MulUr 
Takes Measure of Magazine in Handicap 
— Guy Gray Reinstated. 



Lexington. Ky.. May 3. — Close finishes and betting 
upsets characterized the racing of the fourth day of 
the Kentucky Association’s spring meeting. The 
only pronounced favorite to win was T. Turnmire’s 
California -bred gelding. Cash on Delivery, which 
scoml his sixth victory out of eight starts. The 
son of Santello. off in front, was never approachable 
at any stage of the running aud won handily by a 
length and a half. 

'J lie feature race of the afternoon was the fourth, 
a handicap at three-quarters of a mile in which At 
Muller, Magazine. Humlznrctta aud Click* Ben were 
the starters. A1 Muller was the choice in the auc- 
tion pools, but it was noised about that R. F. Cai- 
man was betting heavily away from the track oil 
Magazine, which in appearance was much the best 
and lie went to the i*»st first choice in the mutuels.. 
A1 Muller went to the front with the rise of the' 
barrier and soon had a commanding lead. Just after 
the start jockey Archibald took Magazine back and 
kept him under restraint until they had made the 
turn into the stretch. Magazine then came with a 
businesslike rush, but it was too late. A1 Muller 
beat him by half a length, with HanOzaretta a neck 
behind Magazine and four lengths in advance of the 
Texas gelding, Fncle Ben. which was second to 
Round the World in the Juarez Derby and on that 
account had some supiiort today. After the race 
Mr. Carman said that while he had lost his mom y. 
ho was not dissatisfied with Archibald’s riding. Il<* 
said that Magazine had gotten so that he would not 
run iu front and that he had ordered Archibald to 
ride a waiting race, believing that to be his only 
chance to win. 

The finish in the closing race was the prettiest 
of the afternoon. William Woodard’s Karl of Rich- 
mond. au ontsider in the betting, booked up with 
Henry Hutchison in the stretch and beat him out 
by a head. Prince Ingoldsby being third six lengths 
awy. 

S. K. Hughes’ Hatily, a brother to Hans, was 
considered a good thing for the opening race, in 
which a dozen three year-old maidens canie out, aud 
the smi of Handsel went to the post an even-money 
favorite, hut was at no stage of the running a con- 
tender. Martin Doyle’s Kentucky Derby candidate,

unbacked by his stable connections, got to him and 
beat him out by two lengths quite handily. Mamie 
Woods was third and Billiken. Roger Wilson’s 
Derby candidate, was fourth. Another Derby can- 
didate that figured in this race was Irving H. Wbeat- 
croft’s Marlborough, a self-willed beast. 

In a letter received today by Racing Secretary 
Shelley from F. J. Pons, secretary of the Southern 
Jockey Club, announcement is made that Guy Gray 
has becu exonerated from any blame in the matter 
of llio “doping” of the filly, Spos Nostra, and he i* 
restored to good standing. Mike O’Connell and 
Frank Smith, who have made affidavits that they 
were guilty of having “doped” the filly, have been 
ruled off all tracks under the jurisdiction of tfio 
Southern Jockey Club. 

R. F. Carman will ship six of his string from 
here to Louisville tomorrow and in the same con- 
signment will go four owned by W. G. Yanke and 
two of George Odom’s . 

Jockey Eddie Taplin has been engaged to ride 
J. N. Camden’s colt Praetorian in tin* Breeders’ 
Futurity Stakes to be run on Tuesday next. 

For the first time during a meeting here, the 
original card remained intact, not a single with- 
drawal being recorded during the afternoon. 

Jockey Moleswart h lias engaged himself to do the 
stable riding for Pat Dunne during the Lexington, 
Louisville ami Latouia meetings. 

The vagaries of the luutuel style of betting was 
shown in the fifth race when identical prices were 
paid on Cash on Delivery straight, place and show. 

The fractious acting of Marlborough is responsible 
for refusal on the part of many riders here to accept 
the mount on him. Jockey Kennedy was prevailed 
to ride him. but the colt mastered him before reach- 
ing the jxist and ran away a half mile at top speed. 

Horsemen were again made acquainted with bad 
news when a telegram to T. C. McDowell from IT. 
D. Brown arrived during the afternoon and con- 
tained the information that the racing interests had 
given up the fight to stave off anti-racing legisla- 
tion in Florida, as the outlook was hopeless. Mr. 
Brown also announced that next winter there would 
l.o racing in Cuba, where he has just completed the 
preliminary arrangements for the building of a 
modern track. t 

Tbe Texans experienced heavy losses through the 
defeat of Closer in the third race, which was won 
by the outsider Flo Flo. 

\Y . G. Yanko’s Kentucky Derby favorite. Round 
tin* World, was given a half-mile preliminary be- 
tween races and went the distance In 50*. In the 
opinion of shrewd trainers she does not display the 
same dash lhat she did while racing at Juarez and 
may not cut t lie expected figure in the big Kentucky 
fix t ure. 

Messenger Boy showed but slight improvement 
today, and his temperature registered 103 during the 
afternoon. 

Secretary Bid well of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission announced today that jockey Oliert’s ap 
plication for a riding license had been tabled nml 
that he will not be allowed to ride on Kentucky 
tracks until the mem laws of the commission grant 
him a license. 

J. W. May. trainer of Countless, announced today 
that he would nominate the Greener horse for Hie 
four-mile Endurance Stakes to be run over one of 
the Kentucky tracks next fall. 

The weather was fair and tin* track good. The 
attendance was. next to that of Saturday, the best 
of tin* meet iug. Patronage of the auction was 

meager, but the mutuels were well patronized. 
The only rilling of the day was the suspension of 
jockey B. Steele for three days for disobeying starter 
Cassidy’s orders at. the post.

LUCIEN APPLEBY NO WELCHER. 

A story illustrating the squareness of the late 
Lucien o! Appleby, a bookmaker uml breeder of the 
old school. was related by one of his intimates fol- 
lowing his recent death. The salient points are as 
herewith given: 

Back in the days when Monmouth Park was a 
flourishing racing center and John Huggins trained 
for the late Alexander Johnstone Cassatt, and jockey 
Fisher was a rider of skill. Mr. Huggins had a Fal- 
setto filly belonging to Mr. Cassatt called Falsestep. 
Falses top was as fast as the wind for five-eighths 
of a mile, but Mr. Huggins had tried tine* and 
again to make her stay three-quarters, and she had 
failed so signally that the fraternity began to sus 
peot that she could not win at six furlongs. 

One day Mr. Huggins dropped Falsestep in a race 
of live and a half furlongs with as common a bum-h 
as ever appeared at Monmouth Park and early in 
the day on which this race was to be run. Fisher 
banded Mr. Appleby $25. and asked him to put it 
on Falsestep. Fisher himself was to ride the mare, 
and the rules against betting by jockeys were not 
as striet as they are in these times. 

“I think you are burning this 'money up. Fisher.” 
Mr. Appleby said, “but It is \ ours and I’ll put it 
down.” Then he added: “Wbatfdo you think you 

ought to get?” 

"From the way tlis marc has boon running.” 
returned Fisher. ”1 should sav that 10 to 1 would 
be a fair price.” 

“She will be that easily,” returned Mr. Appleby, 
“so I will lay you 15.” 

‘‘In that case.” said Fisher, ‘‘you will oblige me 
hr taking another' $26.” 

* “All right.” replied Mr. Appleby, ‘‘I start the 
day $50 winner.” 

But it turned out that neither Appleby nor Fisher 
guessed anywhere uear Falsest op's pi>i*»'. There 
was plenty of money for the Falsetto lilly. which 
Aliened at 4 to 1 and closed at 8 to 5, and won in a 
common canter. 

Mam bookmakers would have tried to put Fisher 
off with 4 to 1 for his flftv. tint not so tall Lucien 
Appleby. Immediately after tin* last race of the 
day be strolled over to John Huggins’ barn and 
banded Hint veteran eight crisp one hundred dollar 
notes to be given to Fisher. 



STEEPLECHASING IN FAVOR ABROAD. 

Stoeplechasing has never been as extensively en- 
gaged in in this country as iu England, Ireland and 
France, where they have cross country sport the 
year around! The prizes offered abroad are not 
only numerous, but substantial, some of them run- 
ning more than $10,000 to the winner, and the in- 
centive to put a better class of horses in training 
for this sort of racing is therefore greater than in 
America. 

Hurdle racing is quite the thing in France, wliero 
they think nothing of giving $10,000 or more for a 
crack flat horse and putting him over the sticks. 
It is particularly the smart thing during the winter 
months, and some of our American turfmen, notably 
Joseph E. Widener of Philadelphia, Herman B. Dur 
yea and Thomas Hitchcock of Long Island and 
Aiken, have been represented on the French courses 
for the last two years. Frank J. Gould aud Harry 
La Montague are other Americans who have recently 
begun to race over the timber in France. 

The Liverpool Grand National is, of course, the 
prize which every man who races over timber abroad 
hopes to capture. It is the blue ribbon of steeple- 
chasing, just as the Derby is the most coveted trophy 
of English flat racing, and the course over which it 
Is decided is the most severe in the world, a tre- 
mendous test of endurance and courage on the part 
of horses and men. for the rider lmist be as thor- 
oughly tit as his mount to last through the four miles 
anti S5G yards which constitute the course. It was 
first run for in 1839. and tremendous fields start as 
a rule, no fewer than thirty-two going to the post 
in 1S50. and the same number in 1909. 

The Irish sportsmen have had splendid luck in 
winning this classic, and on a number of occasions 
the glory of the victory lias been shared in no small 
measure by them, Garrett Moore and the Beasleys 
earning their laurels in hard-fought battles — races 
which you can hear run over again on the Curragh 
of Kildare any fine morning by the sharp-faced 
sbrewd-looking men of middle age who gallop their 
horses there. Liberator, Guinea way. Father O Flynn, 
Cloister. Manifesto and Drogheda are names to con 
jure with. 

A remarkable fact in connection with the race is 
that in th<‘ scv< nty-t w o years it has been run it 
lias been won by horses six years old or over no 
fewer than sixty-two times. Now a horse in the 
United States aud Canada is generally considered as 
having seen his best days before he is six years old. 
and there is a lesson to be derived from the fact 
that many of the Grand National winners have been 
over twelve years of age. 

Irishmen as a rule grow wildly enthusiastic over 
the “leppers.” as they style them, and there was a 
time when all the best riders of steeplechasers in 
this country were Irishmen. Mcany, Nolan, Hyland, 
Canavan, Kinney, Owens, Mara ami Donohue are a 
few of the knigpts of the pigskin born in Ireland, or 
in this country of Irish parents, whose horsemanship 
lias been admired. The daring required seems to be 
innate in them, and when their blood was up they 
stopped at nothing. 

There was a time when complaints were made 
that the obstacles over which our steeplechasers 
were run were too high, but there Is no more of 
that, as it has become pretty thoroughly understood 
that there is a great deal more danger from low 
jumps than stiff ones. A horse lias some intelligence 
and if he knows he has to jump high in order to clear 
an obstacle he will after one or two mishaps he 
sure not. lo try brushing through it, as i$ invariably 
dom* wIkmi the fences are of flimsy material and are 
not well built. But sfout as some of our fences are, 
and the Ontario Jockey Club’s course at Woodbine 
Park. Toronto, has the toughest on the American 
continent, we do not approach the field at Aintree, 
over which the Liverpool Grand National is run. 

The following list of obstacles to be taken there 
would make the stoutest heart have some misgiv- 
ings : 

1 and 17 — Tliorn feuce (gorsed) 4 feet 9 inches 
high, 2 feet wide. 

2 and 18 — Thorn fence (gorsed) 4 feet 9 Inches 
high, 2 f«H*t 6 inches wide. 

3 and 19 — Thorn fence (gorsed) 4 feet 11 inches 
high, 2 foot wide, with ditch on take off side 6 feet 
wide, 2 feet deep, banked up to guard rail 2 feet 
high in front of ditch. 

4 and 20— Thorn feuce (gorsed) 4 feet 11 inches 
high, 2 feet wide. 

5 and 21 Thorn fence (gorsed) 4 feet ten inches 
high, 2 feet 3 inches wide. 

0 and 22 — ‘‘Becher’s Brook.” a tliorn fence 
(gorsed) 4 feet 11 inches high. 3 feet wide: ditch on 
far side 0 feet 6 inches wide, 3 feet four inches 
deep. 

7 and 25 — Thorn fenee (gorsed) 4 feet 11 inches 
high, 2 feet C inches wide. 

8 and 24 — Tlie ‘‘Canal Twin.” a thorn fence 
(gorsed) 5 feet high. 2 foot 6 inches wide: ditch on 
takeoff side 5 feet 9 inches wide. 2 feet deep, 
hanked up to guard rail 2 feet high in front of 
ditch. 

9 and 25 — ‘‘Valentine’s Brook.” a thorn fence 
(gorsed) 4 feet ten inches high, feet 6 inches wide; 
a natural brook on the far side C feet 6 inches wide. 

10 and 20 Thorn fence (gorsed) 4 feet 11 inches, 
high, 2 feet. 9 inches wide. 

11 and ‘27 — Thorn fence (gorsed) 4 feet 10 inches 
high, 3 feet wide: ditch on take-off side 6 foot 
wide, banked to guard rail 2 feet high. 

12 and 28 — Tliorn fence (gorsed) 4 foot 10 inches 
high. 3 feet wide, ditch on the far side 7 feet wide, 
3 feet deep. 

1.3 and 29 — Thorn fenee (gorsed) 4 feet 9 inches 
high, 2 feet 3 inches wide. 

14 ami 30 — Thorn fence (gorsed) 4 feet 9 inches 
high. 2 feet 3 inches wide. 

15 — The ‘‘Open Ditch.” a thorn fence (gorsed) 5 
feet 2 inches high, 3 feet 6 inches wide: ditch on 
take-off side 0 feet wide and banked to guard rail 
in front 2 feet high. 

16 — The “Water Jump.” 16 feet wide, with thorn 
fence (gorsed) 3 feet high on take-off side. 

It Is not to be wondered at that many contestants 
over such a course fall by the wayside. Tils year 
twenty-five of the twenty-six starters in the race 
fell before the course was finished. Yet year after 
year there are horses that start for this prize and 
finish with upward of 170 pounds in the saddle. 
Cloister won in 1893 carrying 175 pounds, and Mani- 
festo accomplished the same feat with a like impost 
in 1899. Rubio, the winner in 1908, was foaled at 
rhe Rancho del Paso Stud of J. B. Haggin in Cali- 
fornia. but bo was developed abroad. He carried 
but 145 pounds. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 

A dead beat lie tween three horses occurred at an 
Australian meeting last month. 

In the Prix Citronelle, run at Lo Tremblay in 
France yesterday, W. K. Vanderbilt’s Gibelin fin- 
ished second. 

Edward Corrigan and Pat Dunne, his nephew, 
have gone from Lexington to Kansas City to attend 
tlie funeral of Patrick Corrigan. 

Joseph McLennan, who served as assistant secretary 
at Moncrief Park the past winter ami who is to fill 
similar positions at Louisville ami in Canada, is in 
Chicago for a few days. 

Work on the Hamilton Jockey Club improvements 
will 1 m* delay wl by a May Day strike of carpenters 
and structural iron workers, but all the innovations 
will be complete in time for the opening in June. 

I)r. MoCully has applied a blister to the shoulders 
of Belamour, the two-year-old Rock Sand — Beldame 
colt owned by August Belmont. Belamour was con- 
sidered the best colt that left the Nursery Stud last 
summer. His trials were decidedly promisiug. 

The statement sent out from Baltimore that book- 
maker's clerks would not be allowed to bet at the 
Pimlico track is declared to have been incorrect. 
The ruling really was that bookmakers would not be 
permitted to let outsiders lay odds against burst's 
they might not like. 

William Hogan, trainer for Bartlett McLennan, 
the Canadian sportsman, lias returned to Belmont 
Park from Baltimore. Trainer Hogan left Brush 
Broom ami Lillie llo.v at Pimlico. lie will prepare 
Agent, winner of the Champion and Whitney Me- 
morial, together with a half dozen other horses be- 
longing to different owners, for the Canadian meet- 
ings. • 

Nothing lias yet transpired to assign any reason 
for Kel d’Or, the only Canadian candidate for the 
Epsom Derby, leaving the stable of Sam Darling for 
that of P. P. Peebles in the same county of Wilt- 
shire in England. The average speculation on tlie 
transfer finds in it something detrimental to Kel 
d’Or’s chances. As one puts it. “I should imagine 
that he has not turned our equal to Sam Darling’s 
expectations of what a Derby horse should be. aud 
he has probably told Mr. Dale so.” 



COMMISSION DIVIDED ON BEDWELL CASE. 



Lexington. Ky., May 5. — It develops that the vote 
of tli<' Kentucky State Racing Commission in re- 
instating H. G. Bed well was by no means unani- 
mous. In fact it required the deciding vote of 
Chairman E. F. Clay to settle the matter. Those 
who voted in the affirmative were Chairman ('lay. 
Milton Young and George J. Long, while Johnson 

N. Camden, cast hi-; vote and Ihe proxy which he 
held of M a j. F. A. Daingerfleld. against Mr. Bed 
well’s reinstatement. 

Major Daingerfleld bad been called to Virginia 
by tlie death of his sister and had given bis proxy 
to Mr. Camden, though it had not been expected 
by either that tlie Bedwcll ease would come tin. 
On returning to Lexington Major Daingerfield said 
that while he did not impugn tin* motives, ho de- 
plored the judgment of the majority of the commis- 
sion iu restoring Mr. Bedwcll to good standing.
